From the Paris Gazette, dated May 28. 
Madrid, May to. 


1S advis'd from Salamancs, that the 
4th Inftant the Regiment of Palomino 
march'd from thence, as did the next 
Day that of Caftro, to joyn the Mar- 
quis de Bay in his Camp between the 
Tagus and the Mountains of Gata. The Portuguefe 
had pu® into tke little Town of Quadaazes a Troop 
of Horfe and fome Foot, who made Excurfions on 
the Frontier. The faid Town was made Ule of as 
a Place of Arms for the Milita commanded by 
the Curate of ir, who had acquir'd fo much Re- 
utation among his Party, that they all obey’d 
Fim as their General. Brigadier Don Gonzalo 
de Caruajal, being detach’d with the Regiment of 
Pacheco and 200 Horfe, enter’d Quadraazes by 
Scalado, tho’ it be a wall’d Town and has otber 
Fortifications within. All the Portuguefe thar were 
found in it were kill’d, the reft were taken and 
among them the Curate. Collonel Don John de 
Cuellar who commands a Body of Troops in the 
Mountains of Gata, has reduc’d to the King’s O- 
bedience Robledillo, Defcarga-Maria, and fome 
other Places, and has poffefs'd himfelf of the Paffes 
by which the Enemy might make Incurfions. 

From the Antwerp Courant, dated June 3. 

Lauterbourg, May 24. The taking of the Lines 
of Stoblhoffen by the Marfhal de Villars did nor 
cof him one Man; for the Enemy’s Regiments 
that were in them retir’d without making any 
Refiftance ; one Regiment of Wirtemberghers ex- 
cepted, who could not make their Efcape time 
enough, fo 50 of them were kill'd and as many 
taken Prifoners. The Marfhal de Villars has fix'd 
his Quarters at the Caftle of Raitad, and has for- 
bidden his Troops to ravage or do any Damage to 
the Lands of the Princefs Dowager of Baden. 
‘Tis believ’d the Marthal de Villars wil! continue 
at Raftad rill the Lines of Scohlhoffen are intirely 
levell'd, which cannot well be done before the 301h 
Inftant, norwithftanding above 10000 Peafants and 
6000 Soldiers are employ'd in that Work. ’Tis un- 
certain what Enterprize our Army will undertake 
next, in the mean Time they exact Contributions 
far and wide. 

From the Amfterdam Gazette, dated May 31. 

Cracow, May 18. The laft Letters from Lemberg 
advife, that the Polith Noblemen were gone from 
thence for Lublin; and that the Czar was likewile 
gone thither from Zolkiew with all his Court, in 
order to be prefent at the general Diet which is to 
be open'd there the 23d Inftanr. The Two Diets 
of Profcowice and Opatow are ended quietly : 
Tn the fire 12 Deputies were nominated to go to 
the great Diet at Lublin: They are commiffion’d 


to follicit, thar the Inhabitants may be no longer 
fore’d to work on the Fortificauons of our Caftie ; 
and are order’d to make Report of what Ref lutions 
fhall be taken to the Frovincial Diet that is to be 
held the 15:h of December nex., without Cu gaging 
themfelves in any other Affair. [bree Commutlioners 
were likewife appointed, to fee that Bread be fur- 
nifh’d to the Mufcovite Army and to the ovher 
Troops. The Diet of Opatow has nominated 14 
Deputies to go to the forefaid Diet at Lublin. 
The Mufcovites have fiez'd at Kent and carried cf 
a Troop of Polith Huffars. fufpected of having 
Intelligence with M. Smigieski. Some new Mul- 
covite Horfe are arriv’d at Minsk and Moby low. 
They write from Lithuania, thac General Baur 
with 2000 Foor, raifes to Rixdollars, as Con- 
tribution, of every Chimney at Novogrod, and on 
all the other Eftate of the Grane-Chancellor of Li- 
thuania. General Allard has entred Courland. 
From the Amfterdam Courant, dated June 4. 

Ghent, June 1. According to the Advic.s from 
Lifle, the Count de la Motte bad begun co draw to- 
gether a Body of the Enemy’s Troops between Ipres 
and Commenes. A ftrong Detachment of French 
have approach’d Courtray, bur finding they were 
like to have a waim Reception retu’d. Laft Night 
a Party of French climb’d over the Palifades of Au- 
denaerde and burnt a Magazine of Hay. 

Bruffels, June 1. Yefterday the Count de la 
Motte, with 7 Battallions and 5 Squadrons, which 
he had drawn out of Places near the Sea-Coaft, 
arriv’d at Maubenge, in order to joyn the Enemy’s 
Army. 


Hague, June 2. The Deferters from the Enemy’s 
Army complain that they have not been paidina 
long time: To Day feveral of them came hither 
to the Houfe of the Marquis del Borgo yerer of 
Savoy, who gave Paffports to 15 of them that 
were his Countrymen, for their returning fafe to 
Savoy. 

Falmouth, May 26. To Day came in here the 
Queen Anne and Dolphin Privateers of Middlebourg 
from Cruizing, and brought in as Prizes, the Provi- 
dence of Glafgow and the Katherine of Leith, who 

retend to come from St. Sebaftion, and are both 
laden with Brandy. 

Dartmouth, May 27. The Queen Anne Privateer 
of Fluthing, has fent in hither as Prize the Mary of 
Rochelle, laden with Iron and Flax. There is now 
off this Harbour the Squadron commanded by ™ Sit 
John Leake, confifting of 7 Sail, viz. the Marl- 
borough, Ramilly, Kent, Pool, Naffau, Anguft, 
and Hamphhire. 

Through Mifinformation it was in Ye- 
fterday’s Courant, that Sic John Leake was asriv’d 
at Spithead.
